A  rainbow,  like  I  said,  is  great,  and  is  always  worth  looking  at  or  for.  More  rare  is  the  celebrated  double 
rainbow,  and  even  though  a  triple  rainbow  is  said  to  be  physically  impossible,  sometimes  you  can  get  a 
2.5,  more  commonly  known  as  a  supernumerary  rainbow.  A  sixer  was  spotted  just  once,  in  1914,  by  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Meteorological  Society,  no  idea  what's  up  with  that...  Maybe  it  happened  at  sea?  I 
think  that  once  you  lose  sight  of  the  land  all  bets  are  off...  We  all  know  and  love  that  great  band  "Black 
Rainbow",  but  a  black  (or  really  more  like  grey)  rainbow  is  kind  of  a  real  thing  too—  it's  the  dark  band 
of  light  inbetween  the  two  parts  of  a  double  rainbow,  and  is  more  commonly  called  "Alexander's 
Band",  after  Alexander  of  Aphrodisias,  who,  like  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  wasn't  the  first  person  to  see  his 
namesake,  but  was  the  first  person  to  be  like  hey,  this  is  a  thing.  White  rainbow  is  a  thing,  but  it's  more 
commonly  called  a  Fogbow,  and  unlike  a  traditional  rainbow,  it  can  be  a  complete  circle—  there's 
something  spooky  about  that.  Red  rainbow  is  real,  you  might  see  it  sometime  after  a  storm  and  juuust 
before  sunset,  when  all  the  other  colors  have  already  fallen  out  of  the  sky. 

Some  scientists  believe  that  rainbows  may  exist  on  Saturn's  moon  Titan,  due  to  its  wet  surface  and 
humid  clouds  of  liquid  methane.  Because  Titan's  sky  is  naturally  hazy,  the  rainbows  would  have  to  be 
viewed  in  the  infrared  spectrum  by  using  IR  goggles,  or  possibly  by  snakes,  which  have  special  sense 
organs  for  the  infrared  spectrum.  Again:  if  we  sent  snakes  to  Titan,  they  might  be  able  to  see  rainbows 
that  humans  could  not.

Sometimes  people  have  pet 
snakes  that  get  loose  in  ttfe  apartment  building,  then  get  in  the  walls  and  live  there,  happily  eating 
mice,  lounging  on  warm  ducts,  and  getting  mega  big,  and  God  bless.  Generally  snakes  keep  to 
themselves,  and  are  not  seen.  Sometimes  they  get  really  huge,  like  the  tree-sized  snake  spotted  in 
Bridgewater  State  Park  in  1939.  The  ones  that  get  personeatingly  big  do  so  by  not  being  anywhere 
near  people  ever,  so  you  c  an  take  some  respite  in  that.

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Esperanto  is  a  language  that  was  invented  in  the  1880s  by  a  Polish  ophthamologist,  became  a  fad 
in  the  1950s,  and  today  has  between  ten  thousand  and  two  million  speakers  worldwide. 
Esperanto's  main  feature  is  that  it  is  extremely  easy  to  learn,  taking  as  little  as  a  tenth  the  time  to 
achieve  fluency  as  any  other  language.  It  has  a  very  regular  syntax  with  no  variation,  and  a  small 
but  extensible  vocabulary  made  up  of  guessable  root  words  and  a  Turing-complete  Swiss  army 
collection  of  affixes.  Hundo:  dog.  Fihundo:  dirty  dog.  Fihundeje:  like  a  place  of/for  dirty  dogs. 
Lin  fihundejilis:  they  were  implements  of  dirty dog-housening  /  their  use  was  as  a  tool  that 
dirty  dog-housed.  The  pronunciation  is  also  very  regular,  plus  lilting  and  futuristic. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  Esperanto  was  neither  designed  nor  intended  to  be 
a  universal  language  that  would  replace  other  national  languages.  Rather,  it 
was  developed  to  be  an  international  auxiliary  language:  a  politically  neutral 
language,  easily  picked  up,  for  reasons  of  trade,  travel  and  universal  peace 
harmony  vibration.  This  is  not  yet  catching  on,  so  why  pay  any  attention  other 
than  to  talk  about  it  as  laughing  stock,  a  lefty-dreamy  nonsense  fake-world 
woo  woo  village  that  not  enough  people  will  ever  cosign  so  why  bother?

One  practical  late-game  aftermarket  use  for  Esperanto  is  as  a  gateway  language.  In  a  recent  study, 
students  who  studied  Esperanto  for  1  year  followed  by  French  or  Spanish  for  3  achieved  a  greater 
fluency  (in  French  or  Spanish)  than  students  who  studied  just  those  languages  for  the  full  4  years. 
Because  it  is  so  easy  to  learn,  Esperanto  could  function  as  a  sort  of  second  language  training  wheels, 
helping  the  mind  learn  how  to  learn  another  language.  With  this  practical  consideration  in  mind,  I 
think  continued  study  of  Esperanto  is:  reasonable,  while  at  the  same  time  being:  goofy,  which  is  to 
say:  smart  in  a  weird  way,  stupid  in  a  fun  way.

Esperanto  has  between  200  and  1,000  "native"  speakers-  children  whose  parents'  shared  language  is 
Esperanto.  The  most  famous  is  financier  George  Soros. 

There  are  a  great  number  of  books,  magazines,  and  songs  in  Esperanto,  but  unfortunately  many  are 
like  HAM  radio  or  ska  music,  in  that  they  only  talk  about  how  great  the  way  they're  communicating  is. 
There  are  lots  of  English-language  classics  translated  into  Esperanto,  like  La  Aventuroj  de  Alicio  en 
Mirlando,  Robinsono  Kruso,  Doktoro  Jekyll  kaj  Sinjoro  Hyde,  and  La  Falo  de  Usero-Domo. 

Esperanto  is  occasionally  used  by  artists  who  want  to  seem  unplaceably  foreign.  The  best  example  of 
this  is  the  infamous  movie  "INCUBUS"  starring  William  Shatner,  but  it  was  also  used  in  (among  other 
things)  Chaplin's  brilliant  "Great  Dictator",  "Blade:  Trinity",  the  TV  show  "Red  Dwarf",  and  the  Sonic 
Youth  /  Jim  O'Rourke  album  "Invito  Al  Cielo".

The  International  Congress  on  Invertebrate  Morphology 
by  Sophie  Tintori 

The  ICIM  is  a  triennial,  week-long  meeting.  Here  are  my  minutes  from 
the  comparative  embryology  day  (my  jam)  of  this  year's  meeting. 

The  congress  assembles  in  front  of  a  projection  screen  in  the  basement  of 
a  building  in  Cambridge.  No  more  than  1 00  people  fill  the  room.  Camera 
flashes  explode  from  amped  scientists  in  the  audience  literally  the  whole 
day. 

During  his  talk,  the  first  presenter  makes  a  wisecrack  about  ecto- 
mesendoderm,  which  is  hilarious,  because  it's  not  even  a  thing!  Everyone 
laughs  because  the  joke  is  actually  about  how  absurd  their  own  lives  are. 

A  HEATED  argument  breaks  out  about  whether  phoronids  (animals  that 
looks  like  a  strip  of  fringe  rolled  in  a  tube  and  implanted  in  sea  muck) 
have  radial  or  spiral  cleavage.  German  group  says  spiral,  Russian  group 
says  radial.  A  scientist  from  Hawaii  in  the  front  row  tells  the  German 
presenter  that  he  doesn't  think  the  German  guy  would  recognize  radial 
cleavage  if  he  saw  it!  Some  gasp,  some  laugh. 

In  a  wild  twist,  the  Russian  presenter,  who  looks  as  if  she  is  about  to  cry, 
comes  back  instead  with  a  real  'I  know  who  I  am  and  you  can  go  fuck 
yourself  for  a  German  dude  in  the  audience  who  is  trying  to  talk  down. 

By  my  score  card,  the  Russian  lady  wins  in  the  style  category,  for  being 
6'6",  super  blond,  super  tan,  green  nail  polish,  giving  a  talk  in  a  language

DJ  Screw  was  born  Robert  Earl  Davis  Jr.,  on  July  20,  1971.  He  was  the  main  music  mixer  for  the 
Screwed  Up  Click  and  a  mainstay  of  the  Houston  hip  hop  scene.  Screw  music,  a  type  of  rap  music 
with  heavy  bass  and  "a  languid,  eerie  quality"  is  named  for  him.  He  died  of  a  codeine  overdose  on 
November  16,  2000. 

Screw  music  consists  of  slowwwwwwwed  down  hip  hop  records.  Period.  A  simple  innovation  that 
up  to  that  point  was  too  right  there  to  do,  but  when  you're  sweating  at  night  in  a  car  inching  along  a 
street,  sitting  massively  low,  barely  even  three  dimensional,  swerving  from  side  to  side,  this  is  the 
most  perfect  music.  You  are  a  puddle.  The  music  is  a  molasses  drip.  That  you.  Can  really.  Nod. 
Your  head  to.  DJ  Screw  produced  hundreds  of  tapes  (TAPES)  and  on  "a  regular  day"  sold  150  of 
them  out  of  his  house,  where  people  would  drive  for  miles  just  to  line  up  outside  of.  Tapes.  "When 
you're  in  the  studio  smoking  weed,  you  don't  want  to  be  ripping  and  running...".  A  good  line  might 
get  pulled  back,  played  over  and  over  again.  "So  you  can  hear  it".  The  tapes  echo  damply.  Time 
slides  a  thin  drop  condensed  off  of  a  styrofoam  cup.
